"The wireless was not a great suc-

"We had a new 
set from England, but a trial flight 
with it was impossible owing to the 
clanger of risking the machine on the 
limited airdrome space.' Starting, we 
found the spark feeble and only a 
small amperage obtainable, owing to 
the undersized

drive It. I sent out messages every 
half hour and think they should have 
been heard If any ship had been near, 
but never had any reply. My chief 
object was to let theme knew were 
were still In the air. During the last 
few hours when the engine was throt- 
tled down, no spark could be genera 
ted, but I sent 'S O. S.' signals every 
fifteen minutes on an off 'chance ot 
the spark operating. 


•'From a navigating' po4nt ef view 


I placed no reliance on the 'wireless 
other than as a means of asking the 
positions of such ships as we might 
pass. The ships had previously, been 
asked by wireless from St. Johns to 
make known their positions if they 
saw us by day or If we fired Very 
lights by night. As we saw no, ves- 
sel, no lights were fired.' One ves 
sel has reported having seen a Hght 
but the observers on board may have 
described the red glow of the exhaust. 


"We preferred to navigate chiefly 


by celestial observations and my po- 
sition as I worked it out by the stars 
was virtually correct, I found, when 
picked'iip."

FIND BOYS EASILY. 


The Company A boys of the 124th 


M. G. Bn , were easily found. They 
were just inside the gate and to the 
right of the Tan Buren street en- 
trariLe. 
They were soon surrounded 


but on the other hand, It looked a lit- 
tle hard to see some of the Decatur 
boys, straining their ejes to see some 
of their folks and never seeing any.

GREET KRIGBAUM 


Major Krigbaum was over to the 


left with the 232nd infantry bunch.

Heinz right out in front, their Instru- 
ments, some of them captured from 
Germans, being 
scattered

ground. Klscss were being distribut- 
ed there too, even brothers grabbing 
each other in arms and passing a 
few around. This band also scored 
a big hit as it rippled off many 
marching melodies and was cheered 
all along the street. 


LOTS Or PLATING.

Lieutenant Heinz "because there arc 
only about eight from Decatur. Some 
of them live in the state of Washing- 
ton. 
They come from all directions
